4321 Finney was developed around 1911 as West End Laundry Company. In 2007, it became Assured
Injection Molding. Three underground storage tanks were removed, and elevated concentrations of
petroleum-related contaminants in soil and groundwater were cleaned up. The economic downturn has
delayed original plans for increasing classroom capacity, and Ranken will use the property as green space
until it becomes feasible to expand the campus.
